It is my painful duty to announce to the peo­ 
ple of Wisconsin the death of Ne1 son Dewey, 
ti*st governor of the state, w h i c h occurred at 
Caseville the 21st inst. 
Governor Dewey became a citizen of Wiscon* 
sin territory, in 1836 and by his ability aud en_ 
ergy at once liecamc prominently identified 
with the development of the country. Upon 
the admission of Wisconsin to the sisterhood of 
states, he was chosen governor, serving from 
June 7th, 1848, to Jan. 5th, 1852. His adminis. 
taation of state affairs was marked by an un­ 
swerving devotion to the best interests of the 
young cr mmonwealth, and won for bim the re* 
epeetof his associates. 
It ie fitting that we pay a last token of respect 
tonne who was so closely identified with our 
early history and who rendered to the state such 
distinguished services. 
Now, therefore, I do hereby designate and 
appoint the following citizens of the state aaa 
committee to attend the funeral services: Ex. 
Governors James T. I jewis, Lucius Fairchild, 
WiJliafh ll. Taylor, Harrison Ludington, and 
Jeiem iah M. Lusk; 
Chief Justice Orsamus 
Cole; Associate Justice Harlow S O rton;Lieu­ 
tenant Governor George W. Ryland; Hon. 
Theo.Rodolf; Colonel George P. Delaplaine; 
General David Atwood; Hon. Hoses M. Strong; 
and Hon. Milo Jones. 
I also direct, usa further token of respect 
that the national Hag be displayed at half mast 
on the capitol building until sunset on the day 
of the funeral, and that the building be draped 
with emblems of mourning for thirty days. 
In testimony whereof, I have hereunto set my 
hand, and caused the great seal 
of the btate of Wisconsin to be 
(Great Beal.] affixed. Done at the capitol,at 
Madison, this twenty-second day 
o f July, A. D., 1889,

3(1 cents a ton. 
A t the prices at which 
.Southern Illinois coal is boing sold the 
Streator operators cannot compete unless 
coal can bo placed on tho cars at $1.10 a 
ton bore.

Patrick Butterfield, a miner for ovoi 
twenty years in this coal field, said ar 
average miner could dig two and two and 
one half tons a day in Plumb’s shaft. HD 
wuges during the year he hail worked foi 
the company averaged less than $30 e 
month. 
Tho deductions for J powdor, oil 
and other expenses take at least 4& cents e 
ton from tho price of mining. 
But tilt 
greatest trouble api>ears to I e the lack of 
regular employment and the overcrowding 
of tho mines.

F ierce Fire at New Y ork— O ccupants o f

Ju ly 23.—At an oarly 
hour Fund ay morning fire broke out in 
tho cellar of the three story brick build­ 
ing, Nos. 304, I OC, “OS, East Eleventh 
st/oet, used ns a stable and storage placo 
for carriages. Delay in sounding an alarm 
gave the lire tremendous headway, and 
though the firemen worked heroically tho 
place was completely gutted. 
Tho neigh­ 
borhood being a tenement district, Agreat 
excitement was created, and it was neces­ 
sary fir the police to clear the stieot, 
which was filled with half-clad people. 
This was hardly accomplished when the 
front wall of tho building fell into the 
street. 
Several firemen 
and policemen 
were caught by tho flying bricks and 
sligtily injured. 
In the burned buildings 
were 128 horses, of which only three woro 
rescued. 
Of 120 vehicles of all descrip­ 
tions, 50 were entirely destroyed. 
The 
loss of vehicles is $l,0')0. 
Tho horses were 
valued at $15,000, and tho building at 
$20,000.

Skin. 
“ Gloves which are sold as kill are often 
made of human skin,” said Dr. Mark I 
Nardyz, tho Greek physician of Philadel­ 
phia the other day. 
“ The skin on the 
breast,” continued the physician, “is soft 
and pliable, and may be used in the m ak­ 
ing of gloves. 
When people buy gloves 
they never stop to question about the ma­ 
terial of which they are made. 
The shop­ 
keeper himself may be in ignorance, and 
tho purchaser has no means of ascertaining 
whether the m aterial is human skin or not. 
The fact is, tho tanning of the human skin 
is extensively carried on in France and 
Switzerland. The product is m anufactured 
into gloves, and these aro imported into 
this country. 
Thus, you see, a person may 
be wearing p art of a distant relative’s 
body and not know it.”

LAN DSLID E ON TH E YELLOW STONE 


D estru ction o f a Section o f th e N orthern 
P acific R ailw ay— T rains D elayed. 
H ELENA, M. T., July 23.—The landslide 
on the Northern Pacific, which occurred 
just this side of Miles City, on Saturday, 
is ono of tho most extensive and disastrous 
in tho history of tho road. 
It happened 
on a point on tho Yellowstone division 
where tho track skirts Yellowstone river 
with tho turbulent stream on one side 
and a high alkali bank on the other. 
W ithout warning or apparent cause this 
bank gave w a., and the mass of eorth for 
a distance of 5 )0 feet along the track and 
from 300 L et away siid down into tho 
river, completely burying the railroad. 
With a large force of men the company 
succeeded in getting in a tem porary track 
to allow tho passage of trains to-dav.

THE RECENT APPOINTMENT CF H . F . BLISS 
AS POSTMASTER. 
The Milwaukee Sentinel of this morn­ 
ing publishes the subjoined Washington 
dispatch conceining the Janesville post­ 
office, which is, so far as Mr. Bliss' 
friends are concerned, a fair and truthful 
statement of the case. 
The Sentinel’s 
dispatch reads: 


W a s h in g t o n , July 2 2 .— Some light is 
dawning on the appointment of ti. F. 
Bliss as postmaster at Janesville. When 
Representative Caswell mo^ed in the mat 
ter of securing the removal of the demo­ 
cratic postmaster, Clark, early last March, 
the charge preferred against Clark was 
that he w u a violent end obnoxiously 
offensive partisan. 
Mr. Caswell short­ 
ly discovered that this administration 
was not acting under that relic of the 
Cleveland-Vilas regime, and that the 
i idea of partisanship as grounds for re­ 
moval were not known. 
Things looked 
decidedly blue for Mr. Caswell's case. 
He had at first, it seems, asked that to 
event of his securing the removal of 
Clark, U. F. Bliss, of The Janesville 
Gazette, be appointed. Officials 
here 
would not consent to that scheme as 
they 
considered

This excessive heat, creating numora 
of the blood, sickness, and often deadly 
pestilence, has caused the season to b 
regarded with fear aud apprehension b 
men. 
The ancient Remans trek up a curious j 
superstition to account for tb :3 heat. As 
in tho latitude of the Mediterranean thi9 
season corresponded nearly with the 
time when Sirius, the brightest fixed 
s'ar iu the heavens, rose with the sun* 
they j am ped to the conclusion that this 
wa* the cause of the great rite cf tem­ 
perature. They said that the dog star 
raged iu the heavens, aud they called it 
the time of the dog-dajs. 
How little foundation Intro is in truth 
for this superstition is shown by the fdct 
that not only does the ruing cf this eta* 
vary in different latitudes, hut by tho 
movement of the zodaical confctellaticns, 
the time cf this bt liacal rising occurs 
later 
la 
the 
year 
in 
tach cen­ 
tury, and 
the ignorant 
people 
of 
(alure generations—for superstitution ii 
a more tenacious fact in human nature 
than the number of toes on a man’s foot 
—will no doubt charge the star with 
bringing frost and enow. The snper- 
stitution of the dog days was probably * 
derived from Egypt. The rising of Sir­ 
ius with the sun occurring about the 
time of the summer solstice, when the 
Nile began to rise, creating by its over­ 
flow tho fertility of the country, the peo­ 
ple imagined that the star controlled the 
river, and worshiped it as holy. The 
Romano said of this time, “At the rising 
of Sirius, the seas boil, wines ferment in 
the cellars, and standing waters are set 
in motion; dogs also go mad, and the 
sturgeon fish is bloated. 
W e still keep the term uog-days, hut 
most people have forgotten its origin, 
and only connect it with tho baneful 
effect which the heated weather has up­ 
on tho canine race. 
Some years ago it was the general cus­ 
tom in England to begin the eating of 
oysters on St. James’ day, which is the 
25th of July. Thus a ooem reforms to 
the month as— 
July, ta whom, the dog star in her tram, 
Bt. Jam es gives oysters and St. Sw itbin ram . 
An old saying declares that “he who 
eats oysters on St. Jam e’ day will never 
want money.’’ We have conviction that 
this absurd dictum was probably invent­ 
ed, by eome housewife whose oyster 
patties

favor on a broiling July day.

connection of 
St. James with the 
oyster is supposed t"* explain the use cf 
the scallop-shell as a sort of me:gLia for 
pilgrims to the holy lands.

in the latitude of 
Loudon the most 
showery period of the summer is the lat­ 
ter pail of July. 
Julius Caesar, the man who was gifted 
with his pen as be was mighty with his 
sword, was born on the 12th cf this 
month. His skill reformed the calen­ 
dar, when it had become so sadly out of 
gear that no one knew the vernal equi­ 
nox from the summer solstice, and when 
he had been killed—the victim of one ef 
those paroxysms of folly and wickedness 
that men miscall patriotism—Augustus 
named one of the grand months of the 
year in bis 
honor, net forgetting of 
course, to give to himself the equal honor 
of 
naming the next month—August. 
Charlemange called the month of July 
Hey Monet, because it was the month of 
the hay 
harvest; 
the Anglo-Saxons 
called it Mead Monet, or the month 
when the meads were in bloom. 
In spite of its ardent sunshine and its 
stifling airs, July is one of the most 
beautiful montLs in the year. The 
poets 
have 
called 
it 
“ the 
man­ 
hood 
of 
the year,” 
the season 
when the year’s life has its fullest and 
most perfect development. The trees 
are in full perfection of foliage, the fields 
of waving gram are taking on the rich 
hue of ripeness; the flowers are ablaze 
in the meadows and on the hillsides, and 
golden belted bee?, and gaudy-winged 
battel flies, are sipping the stored sweet­ 
ness of the abundant blossoms. The 
song of birds is not as gay in the full- 
leafed wood as rn June. 
The pretty 
songsters are oppressed with the intense 
heat, and besides the cares of life Bit 
heavyjnow on their little hearts, for they 
are leeding and nursing their young 
broods. 
For most of us tliia beautiful season of 
the year is a time of weariness, often of 
suffering, but this is because we do not 
obey the commands of nature. She bids 
us pause at this time in our toilsome la­ 
bors rn pureuit of wealth, and rejoice in 
her sweetness.

AS POSTMASTER. 
The Milwaukee Sentinel of this morn­ 
ing publishes the subjoined Washington 
dispatch concerning the Janesville post­ 
office, which is, so far as Mr. Bliss’ 
friends are concerned, a fair and truthful 
statement of the case. 
The Sentinel’s 
dispatch reads: 


W a s h in g to n , July 2 2 .— Some light is 
dawning on the appointment of U. F. 
Bliss as postmaster at Janesville. When 
Representative Caswell mo^ed in the mat 
ter of securing the removal of the demo­ 
cratic postmaster, Clerk, early lari March, 
the charge preferred against Clark was 
that he w u a violent end obnoxiously 
offensive partisan. 
Mr. Caswell short­ 
ly discovered that this administration 
was not acting under that relic of the 
Cleveland-Vilas regime, and that the 
idea of partisanship as grounds for re­ 
moval were not known. 
Things looked 
decidedly blue for Mr. Caswell's case. 
He had at first, it seems, asked that in 
event of his securing the removal of 
Clark, H. F. Bliss, of The Janesville 
Gszette, be appointed. Officials 
bore 
would not oonsent to that scheme as 
they 
considered 
it a bad job 
to 
turn out a democratic 
editor 
for 
offensive partisansnip and appoint as 
bis successor a Republican editor who 
might be open to the same charge. 
Then Caswell told President Harrison 
and Postmaster-General Wannamaker 
*batho wanted Clark removed anyway, 
and if he could not have Bliss appoint­ 
ed, he wanted O. E . Bowles, who was a 
good mail and a soldier. Little progress 
was made in securing the removal of 
Clark, however, until the other day a re­ 
port came in from Postoffice Inspector 
Pulcifer in the Janesville postoffice. 
It showed irregularities there of a nature 
that warranted the prompt removal of 
Postmaster Clark. This caused a vacancy 
in she office, and under this situation 
there was no objection to appointing 
Representative Caswell's first choice 
Editor Bliss, of the Gazette. So this was 
done. Clark was not removed as an of 
fensive partisan, but on the strength of 
an adverse report by a postoffice mspeo 
or.
